Refuses to Make Speech, How-

If ever a monareh felt like breaking 
the fetters of convention and addressing 
{a multitude informally and unannounced 
isuch must have been King Albert's 
temptation in Madison Square Garden 
last night when the good old Yankee 
mob cry, “Speech! Speech!” assailed 
him from many of the 9,000 throats 
which acclaimed him at a meeting of the 
Ameriean Legion. But regretfully it 
must be recorded that he resisted to the 
end; there was much speech in the 
bata of the evening, but none of it was 
his, ; 

The King, the Crown Prince, their 
attendants and official welcomers—a 
large party—fooled everybody in the 
place and manner of their entrance. Be- 
neath the stage, guarding the Twenty- 
seventh street portal, where the notables 
usually appear, was a block of policemen 
keeping clear the doorway and passage 
and a space in front of the platform. 

For an hour all eyes were focussed on 
this door. Then, while George Brokaw

speaking beneath a sounding board on 
the platform, far down the Garden, near 
the Madison avenue main entrance, a 
woman suddenly screamed, “The King is 
here.”
